Symptoms Of Infantile 
Paralysis Explained 


Owing to the recent outbreak at 
}several points in the province of 
| this dread disease the Department

short synopsis of the symptoms. 

They should be studied carefully. 
The physical signs on which one 
may make a diagnosis are fairly 
characteristic. There is prostration, 
which is out of proportion to the 
temperature, the latter being as a 
rule, under 102 fahrenheit. The 
face is flushed, expression is anxious, 
and there is frequent pallor around 
the nose and mouth. The throat is 
mildly infected, but not enough in 
itself to account for the childs con- 
| dition, 

The pulse is usually rapid,out of

taken place in farm products, as also 


‘ta ot™mer commodities, in the last 12 


months, livestock food products 


stand up with outstanding strength. 
Lambs, hogs, and cattle—in that or- 
der—are now at a much higher level 
relative to the value of the same pro- 
ducts a year ago than are butter, 
wool, wheat, and barley. 

Prices for farm products in Can- 
ada have changed considerably .since 
last summer and especially during 


the first half of 1930. The tendency 
of all classes of livestock, wheat, 
feed grain, butter, and wool, which 
are fairly representative of general 
farming, has been downward. 

A noteworthy feature is that the 
price level of livestock has not drop- 
ped so much as that of other farm 
products and they are the only items 
to show seasonal strength within the 
last two months. 

The accompanying chart shows the 
percentage changes in relation to 
each other and in each commodity. 
The monthly average prices as re- 


ported officially have been taken and | present with the low levels reached | 


the changes from month to month 


expressed as a percentage of the 
prices existing in July, 1929, which 
are taken as the base of 100. The 
table on this page gives both the 
monthly prices and the percentages 

| that each month’s price for each 
item forms of the base price. In the 
‘chart only the percentage changes 
are shown. 


A glance at the right hand side of 
the chart will make it plain that at 
the end of the period three items,

Pastures and Proteins 


Work Carried Out Which Will Be 
Of Great Interest To Dairyman 
| The value of pastures depends very 
j largely on the amount of proteins— 
| green feed—available to the cattle 
{using them. In this connection the 
| studies of “close grazing’ now being 
| made by experts of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture are of 
special interest. While still in the ex- 
perimental stage the work already 
done holds much of interest for the 
dairyman,. Briefly put, the object of 
close grazing is to provide an ade- 
| quate and continuous supply of green 
| fodder from succulent new herbage 
|growth. This is done through the 
division of a suitable field area into 
four equal sections. While the herd 
grazes for a week on one section the 
new growth, rich in protein, is devel- 
oping in the others. In this way a 
new pasture with three weeks growth

flight about the 20th, and continuing 
to fly and lay eggs until about the 


middle of September. The moth will 


avoid all land that has had even al* 


very slight crust formed upon it by 
rainfall, but will lay its eggs upon 
any soil where this crust has been 
broken, however slightly. To’ avoid 
cutworm damage on a field, therefore, 
it is necessary that on summer- 
fallowed fields all work should stop by 
the first of August or a very few 
days afterwards. Then a very slight 
rain will form a crust on these fields 
Which will render them immune th« 
following year from cutworm damage 
It is important that no horses o1 
stock or implements or wagons shall 
be allowed to cross any summerfallow 
prepared in this fashion, because 
wherever the crust is broken by ani- 
mals or implements, there the moth 
will lay its eggs, and considerabl

A Strange Mongol Tribe 


Have Qualities Of Wild Animals and 
Live In Caves 


A tribe of wild men in North Man- 
churia, who never lie down, but al- 
ways sleep sitting up with their feet 
crossed like Buddhas, so that they 
may rise and run in a second, is de- 
scribed by a correspondent of a Chin- 
ese newspaper. The correspondent 
claims to have visited the tribe. 

The strange people are called 
Orunchuns, he declares, and they live 
in Kolombairh, North Manchuria. 
They are so primitive that they have 
no social organization, no chief or el- 
ders. 

The men of the tribe, says the cor- 
respondent, have the qualities of wild 
animals. They can out-run foxes and 
wolves, and often overtake and Kill 
such animals. They hunt like wolves 
in bands, and do not hesitate to at- 
tack Manchyrian tigers. 


They have no homes, but seek 
caves and sheltered parts of the 
mountains in which to sleep. They 


usually travel by day. 

The correspondent says the Orun- 
chuns have a spoken language entire- 
ly their own, with a very limited 
vocabulary, but no written language. 
They speak in low tones very agree- 
able to the car, much resembling the 
twitter of birds. 

In winter they wear the skins of 
wild animals which they have killed, 
but in summer go naked. They do 
not understand cooking, and tear and 
devour the flesh of animals. They 
understand the use of bows and ar- 
rows, which they get from Russians, 
them for them- 
selves. 

It is very dangerous to go among 
them, the correspondent says, and 
they are known to have killed several 
travellers who were unduly curious 
to study their habits.
